We  found 
that  we  lost  Eddie  Crocker,  Jerry  Glassburn,  Vera  Margarette  Hahn,  Bob  Hawkins  and 
Glenn  Hershberger;  but  we  gained  Bill  Baker  and  Steve  Strange.  This  year  our  king 
and  queen  candidates  for  the  Halloween  Festival  were  Roger  Oldham  and  Janellyn  Hahn. 
Janellyn  Hahn  was  elected  varsity  cheerleader.  The  highlight  of  our  sophomore  year 
was  receiving  our  class  sweaters  and  jackets.  They  were  black  with  red  lettering. 

The  first  week  of  September  found  us  once  more  beginning  another  year  as  supposedly 
older  and  wiser  juniors.  This  year  our  sponsors  were  Miss  Evangeline  Thomas,  Mr.

Vice-President,  Anita  Miles;  Secretary,  Becky  Russell;  Treasurer,  Jeanie  Martin;  Reporter, 
Nancy  Herrell;  Business  Manager,  John  Rickard;  and  Student  Council  Representative, 
Roger  Oldham.  We  lost  Bill  Baker,  Herschel  Crain,  James  LaFerney,  John  McMasters, 
Phillip  Miller,  Helen  Phillipy,  and  Steve  Strange;  but  we  gained  Mary  Gannon.  Our 
king  and  queen  candidates  for  the  Halloween  Festival  were  Dick  Wood  and  Judy  Watson. 
One  of  the  special  events  of  our  junior  year  was  receiving  our  class  rings.  To  make 
money  we  sold  concessions  at  the  ball  games.  We  also  presented  our  first  play,  "Maybe 
You're  Wrong."

Student  Council 


The  Student  Council  is  an  expression  of  democracy  in  action.  Its  responsibility  is  to 
introduce  and  discuss  various  suggestions  from  the  student  body  and  faculty.  This  is  the 
student's  opportunity  to  practice  democracy  in  his  immediate  social  situation. 

The  Student  Council  is  composed  of  representatives  from  each  class  and  the  organiza- 
tions. Each  class,  grades  nine  through  twelve,  has  two  representatives;  the  junior  high 
provides  one  member;  and  the  clubs  and  organizations  have  two  representatives.  The 
constitution  states  an  order  of  rotation  which  makes  its  possible  for  each  club  to  have  its 
turn  to  furnish  nominees. 

The  student  body,  grades  seven  through  twelve,  and  the  faculty  choose  the  president 
and  the  vice-president  of  the  Student  Council.

The  members  of 
the  Student  Council  elect  the  secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  Student  Council  assumes  the  responsibility  for  the  Halloween  Festival,  Courtesy 
Week,  Cheerleader  elections,  Casual  Day,  Dress-up  Day,  Senior  Day,  and  many  other 
activities  which  are  designed  to  make  the  Clay  Township  School  a  better  place  to 
acquire  that  all-important  education.
